Dade County farmers worried 
Everglades Restoration plans 


The unproven plans to 
restore the Everglades and 
Florida Bay are putting agri- 
culture, Dade County's second 
largest industry on the "Bid- 
ding Block," says John 
Fredrick, president of Dade 
County's Farm Bureau. 

South Florida farmers aren't 
pleased with the plan and 
made it clear to the hundreds 
of environmentalists attending 
the Everglades Coalition con- 
ference last weekend at the 
Hyatt Regency Miami. Hun- 
dreds of farmers, laborers, and 
homeowners went to the Hyatt 
to demonstrate. 

"We don't oppose restoration 
of the Everglades and Florida 
Bay," said Mr, Fredrick. "What 
we oppose is the taking of farm 
land without the opportunity 
to participate in the planning
